I believe Is the. undeniable tendency of 
the court today to uphold congress, which 
Is the political department of the govern- 
ment, but no one who has studied the 
Question at all. can. It seems to me, have 
any doubt upon that point. 


••But while I fancy that the court would 


uphold the action of congress In the mat- 
ter.

City Solicitor Hill has noiil lo City Clork 


Dadman his opinion on tho rodlstrlotlnu 
order, holding that It has already tnk«n 
effect. 


Tho following In. In brief, tho city so- 


licitor's opinion:

Glrard P. Dailman, Esq., Cliy Clurk: 


Dear Sir: 
I am In receipt of your re- 


ou«»t of April Mth. asking my opinion as 
to the legality of the Joint order entitled 
"Providing' for a new division of tho ter- 
ritory of the city of Ix>woll Into wards" 
which order having been adopted hy the 
city council was presented to the mayor 
for his approval .and returned by him 
with the following' statement: 
"I here- 


with return without my approval 
Joint 


order entitled, providing for n new di- 
vision of the territory of the city of Low- 
ell Into wards." and further n.iklnR my 
opinion as to what action you shall take. 


I have given the matter us much con- 


sideration as possible In the short time 
at my disposal nnd. while the question Is 
not free from dlniculty. I have reached 
the condition that saw joint oriler has 
gone Into cltect without the approval of 
the mayor. 


The revised laws, chapter 26. section 


9. taken In connection with 
the city 


charter, govern this case. This section 
provides that every order requiring tho 
concurrence of the board of aldermen 
nnd common council shall bo presented 
to the mayor. If he approves he shall 
sign It: If ho disapproves It. he shall 
return it. with his objections in writ- 
Ing to the branch wherein It originated 
which shall enter such 
objections at 


large on Us records and again consider 
It: and If two-thirds of the members 
pietent and voting pas* It. notwith- 
standing such objections, it shall bo 
sent, with the objections of the mayor, 
to the other branch, where It shall bo 
again considered—— Such order shall 
be In force if it Is not returned by tho 
mayor within ten days after It has been 
presented to him. 


.Vetoes are absolute or qualified. In 


this country the veto power Is a quali- 
fied one. That Is, It does not present a 
categorical resistance to the legislative 
will but assumes the character 
of a 


mere appeal to the legislative body and 
nsks a revision of its Judgment. It Is 
a check which sends the measure back 
to the legislature for further consider- 


ation. The constitution of tho United 
States, of Massachusetts, of most of tho 
Mates, ami tho charters of most cities 
are all similar to the section of the re- 
vised laws referred to above. They re- 
quire that the order or bill .'hall bo pre- 
sented to the executive. In our case tho 
mayor. 
Presented for what? An ex- 


amination of the measure to sco If It 
In wlso and proper legislation. 
If h« 


approves, ho shall sign It. If his ex- 
amination nnd study of It lead him to 
disapprove II. he Is then to return It 
with his objections In writing that the 
legislative body, tho city council, m»y 
enter his objections on Its records and 
again consider tho matter. Tho power 
Is not 
Riven to 
tho executive to 


arbitrarily forbid legislation—lo say "I 
veto." Ho must furnish his objections, 
that is, his reasons. It Is his duty to 
assist the legislative body by an ex- 
amination of Its acts and then. If ho 
disapproved, to point out his objections 
to It, to furnish it with reasons where- 
by It may reconsider Us action, to show 
It wherein It is wrons^tojtunilsh argu- 
ments why tho measure should not be- 
come :i law. Tho executive 
objects 


because ho sees some reason why the 
bill should not pass. The Intent of tho 
statute Is that the mayor shall show 
the leglslalvo body that 
reason. The 


more saying "I disapprove" shows It 
nothing. If he does not state why he 
disapproves, does not give his reasons 
for so doing, the legislative body Is in 
the dark as to why It sliould reconsider. 
To hold otherwise would be to give an 
arbitrary veto power. 


Do then the words "without my ap- 


proval" constitute nn objection with- 
in the meaning of the statute? I ntn 
forced to the conclusion that they do 
not, 
but amount to merely an arbitrary 


refusal to sign the order. Therefore 
there has been no return of the order 
within tho meaning of the statute and 
It Is now In force, not havlnr been re- 
turned within ten days from tho time 
It was presented to the mayor. 


In 
compliance with revised laws, 


chapter 11. section If.l. It Is your duty 
forthwith to notify, In writing, the sec- 
retary of the Commonwealth of tho 
number nnd designation of the wards 
established by said order.

We may say that this communication Is mild compared to some we re- 


ceive. On opening the note we read the exciting appeal, nnd anxious to get 
an Inkllns of what the trouble was. we read on until we reached the phrase 
"It's robbery." We stopped right there and calling one of our bright young 
men sent him In all haste to cover a robbery In Middlesex Village. 


He v.*ent up.there and Inquired about for n robbery but nobody seemed to 


have heard of anything of the sort until he met an old resident of Middlesex 
Village and got his views. 


That gentleman had heard of no midnight burglary, no safe cracking; but 


—"there are highwaymen here who are robbing the city." ho said. 


The Sun man was directed to the Job being done on a section of Middlesex 


street and found material being removed from the roadway to give place to 
.stuff not nearly so good. 


The common sense, every-day citizens of old Middlesex Village assert 


that the road bed that Is being removed Is far better than the stuff which Is 
being put In Its place. The latter Is from the truant school gravel bank, we 
are Informed, and Is mostly red clay. When this is trodden down or cut up 
by wagon wheels the big stones, some of them ten inches long nnd nearly as 
thick, will stick up and the street will be in a worse condition than ever. 


Where Is all the broken Ktone, all the product of the stono crusher that 


none of It cah be laid over the surface of this street, to fill the hollows In- 
stead of digging up a good roadbed to replace It by one not nearly so good? 


We admit that there is good ground for complaint; we realize, that tho 


people of that locality deserve better treatment and we admit that tho tax- 
payer who calls It robbery Is not far astray when time nnd money are ex- 
pended In Injuring rather than benefiting the street. 


Pos«lhly Superintendent Morse or the street committee will now direct 


that the Job be finished up so as to silence the critics; but jf the critics had 
not spoken we surmlso that Middlesex Village would have had a sample of 
the worst attempt at road making and a sample also of how tho city's 
money Is wasted without any adequate return. 


Perhaps after reading these, few lines Superintendent Morse and 
the 


street committee will get together to make a good Job of It. 
Let us hope 


no- at least, for good Jobs In road making aro rare In this city apart from tho 
tar macadam and the asphalt pavements. 


Superintendent Morse says he will need more money to do tho work map- 


ped out for him by the committee. 


Xo doubt he will heed a great deal more nnd If he Intends to spend It as 


:foollshly as on this particular job the less money he gels tho better for tho 
city. 


'Tho movement for bettor roads has spread over the entire country, noad 


• making Is brought down to a scientific basis at the present tlmo but unfor- 


tunately It seems to bo a lost art to the street department of Lowell. 


At, u time, when there Is a demand for strict economy In every depart- 


/menl, and when'every department I» limited In Its expenditures wo should 


not expect to see money thrown away for nothing or worse than nothing, as 
»eeni« to be tho case on Middlesex Btrcet.

ital In the construction of our railway 
system." 
lie added: 
"Until there shall be a more general 


demand on the part of the people that 
tho government shall establish railroad 
rates. I do not think the time has, come 
for the consideration of a policy so radical 
and so likely to be followed with far 
reaching and disastrous consequences. A 
railroad rate Is necessarily a fluctuating 
thing and no law can fairly fix a rate 
which docs not fix those natural elements 
upon which tho rate depends. 


It Is a very grave question whether 


congress can delegate to a commission, 
tho power to fix railroad rates, although 
t do not doubt that If it should attempt 
to do so. the legality of its act would 
toe upheld by the supreme court. 


I was criticised for pointing out what 


I believe Is the undeniable tendency of 
the court today to uphold congress, which 
Is the political department of the govcrn.- 
ment. but no one who has studied tho 
question at nil, can. It seems to me, hnve 
any'doubt upon that point. 


But while I fancy that the court would 


uphold the action of congress In the mat- 
tor, 1 Think It can well be doubted wheth- 
er a dolegntlon on the rate fixing power 
would be constitutional.
